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BLAINE IS IN THE FIELD. 
Mr. Cleveland’s Message Inspires Him with 
liope of Success, 
From the New York World, 

LonDOoN, December 9.—A warm friend of 
Mr. Blaine, who has just returned from Paris, 
says that Mr. Blaine had, until the appear- 
ance of Mr. Cleveland’s message, given up all 
idea of becoming a candidate, upon the ground 
that he did not believe that the regublican 
party could succeed. Upon the direct issue of 
free trade and protection, he however, believes 
that the republicans can carry New York, 
Connecticut, New Jersey and Indiana. He 
made his last canvass upon the protection 
issue, but as this issue was not sharply joined 
by the democrats, he did not gain the votes he 
believes could now be made. He has hada 
number of consultations with his friends since 
the appearance of Mr. Cleveland’s message, 
and it was upon his resolution again to permit 
hisname to be used as a candidate, that he 
has once more declared himself in his home 
organ as an unswerving advocate of the pro- 
tection theory. 

Mr. Blaine is in good health and spirits. 
Many of the stories about him from Paris are 
mere fictions, the one stating that .he thought 
of becoming a candidate for the senate asa 
successor to Senator Frye having been perhaps 
the most absurd. He had never thought seri- 
ously of going into any political campaign 
again until the president’s message appeared. 
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THE ATLANTA ELECTION, 


Senator Colquitt Addresses the American 
Temperance Union in New York. 
New York, December 11.—[Special.]|—At 
the regular meeting of the American ‘Tem- 
perance Union, at Chickering hall today, Sen- 
ator A. H. Colguitt, of Georgia, gave an ac- 
count of the recent contest between the pro- 
hibitionists and their opponents at Atlanta. 

He said, in part: 

“The temperance question is an old, but 
inexhaustible one, because it effacts more 
nearly and Seriously than any other question 
the weifare*of..the family and home, and the 
thought of these can never be exhausted. 
But I know you expect me to tell you about 
our late battle in Atlanta, and I will endeavor 
to doso. As you know, we passed a prohib- 
itory law two years ago. It was the first case 
in the history of a city of 60,000 people taking 
such a step, and the rum power throughout 
this country was determined that no effort 
should be spared to nullify it, and at 
length to overthrow the law. Atlanta 
was a Salient point. The rum power 
was dismayed when its people passed the pro- 
hibition law and after vainly fighting it in the 
courts, as long as possible, concentrated all its 
power in the late campaign. By all manner 
of treachery, fraud has prevailed for the 
present, but 1 assure you, my friends, that 
their success will be short-lived. The moral 
power which first passed the law still exists in 
Atlanta, and is growing stronger every day. 
We have acontingent of voters down there 
who are purchasable—who are without moral 
convictions. The opposition started a rumor, 
which gained confidence among the ignorant, 
to the effect that the city and county were be- 
ing depopulated on account of the prohibitory 
law ; that many houses were occupied only by 
owls and bats, and that the place would soon 
be a deserted ruin if the law was continued. 


To impose upon the negro population 
they resorted to one fof the  vilest 
tricks ever known among _ Villains. 


They had a circular printed with a portrait of 
Abraham Lincoln, the man whom the negro 
reveres as his savior in emancipation. The 
picture represents him standing, with a benign 
expression on his face, while a slave kneels be- 
fore him with manacied hands. Printed un- 
derneath the picture, in quotation marks, as if 
the words were being uttered by the deliverer, 
was this sentence: ‘Prohibition is slavery. I 
will cut the manacles from your hands.’ This 
scandalous and lying device caused thousands 
of the negroes who had helped to make prohi- 
bition the law to vote for its abrogation.’’ 

Senator Colquitt spoke for over an hour and 
was interrupted by frequent applause. He 
declared that the recent defeat must not be re- 
garded as final by the friends of temperance, 
and said that an organization of enthusiastic 
and intelligent young men, numbering 1,600, 
are working earnestly for the cause, and that 
the next election would probably tell a differ- 
ent story from the one just recorded. 


PENNSYLVANIA’S HIGH LICENSE, 
A Great Number of Dealers Going Out of 
Business. 
PHILADELPHIA, December 11,—The new 


high license law, passed by the last legislature 
promises to drive out of the liquor business, 


not only those who cannot afford to pay the 


%500 license fee, but also many wealthy deal- 
ers, who will find it impossible to secure nec- 
essary laws governing the sale of liquor. In 
attaching their names toa bond sureties also 
give power of attorney to the district attorney 
to confess judgment in the sum named for 
the recovery of all damages, costs, fines and 
penalties, ete., bondsmen to become responsible 
for their faithful {compliance with the law. 
Upto the close of business yesterday only 
three hundred and fifty applications for license 
for the next tear had been filed with the clerk 
of the courtof quarter sessions. This is con- 
sidered a small number, in view of the fact 
that there are about six thousand saloons in the 
city. Dealers are experiencing no end of 
trouble in obtaining two bondsmen who are 
willing to take upon themselves the responsi- 
bility attached to those who become sureties 
for tavern keepers. Such bondsmen willeach 
become responsible inthe sum of $2,000 for 
the payment.of all fines, penalties or damages 
that may be levied upon the dealer for any 
violation of law.

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A DESPERADO CAUGHT. 


An Old Man Surrenders His Son 
To the Officers. 


A BLOODY FIGHT WITH THE CRIMINAL 


Tom Keys, a Noted Horse Thief, Assaults 
His Father, Who Reveals His Hiding 
Place—Other Criminal News, | 


Bremincuan, Ala., December 11.—[Special]) 
Tom Key, one of the werst and most daring 
outlaws of modern times, was in 
Walker county yesterday for attempting & 
kill his aged father. Ten or twelve years ago. 
he was known in that county as a desperate 
horse thief. He was finally captured, after 
being desperately wounded, and lodged in jail. 
Soon after he recovered from his wounds he 
escaped and again entered upon a career of 
outlawry. He burned houses, robbed. and 
plundered until he was the terror of the coun- 
try. He finally disappeared for awhile “and 
was next heard of in Mississippi, where he 
stole several horses. Being closely pursued 
while in possession of a fine stolen horse, he 
killed the animal and taking to the woods suc- 
ceeded in making his escape. Some threeyears 
ago, the courthouse with all the records 
of Walker county were destroyed by fire, 
and among the other papers were all the 
indictments against Key. He, no doubt, 
knew of the fire and its results, and recently 
returned to the home of hjs parents in the: 
mountains, about twenty miles from Jasper, 
the county seat. For awhile he was concéal- 
ed by relatives and friends, but recently he 
assaulted his old father and threatened to kill 
him. In addition to that he set fire to the 
barn and burned the products of the old man’s 
farm. The father could stand it no longer and° 
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procuring a warrant he directed the officers to | 


his son’s hiding place. Key was captured 
after a bloody fight with the officers and did 
not surrender until he received a load of buek- 
shot. He is seriously wounded.

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EARTHOUAKE SUFFERERS. 


Inhabitants of Sonora Driven from. Their 
Homes. 


NoGcALes, Ariz., December 11.—A gentle 
man-who went to Bavispe, Montezuma _ dis- 
trict, Sonora, to investigate the results of the 
numerous earthquakes there, writes y@ur cor- 
respondent under date of December 1, as fol- 
lows, regarding the terrible condition of the 
peopie there: 

‘‘Since the great seismic disturbances of 
May 3 there have been but few days that this 
section of Sonora has not experienced a 
shock of earthquake. The longest interval 
between trembling was a little over 
two weeks, and it was at this time the resi- 
dents of the town who had escaped death from 
tumbling buildings on the night of its destruc- 
tion commenced rebuilding the stricken town. 

sut they had no more than fairly started be- 
fore the earth began quivering again, and they 
were obliged to retreat to their miserable huts 
on Refuge Hill. While of late there have 
been some adobe buildings erected, there are 
but few occupied, owing to the regular occur- 
ing shocks every aiternoon. Sometimes they 
are stronger than others. When the earth be- 
comes humid, either by rain or other atmos- 
pheric changes, the quaking is both sudden 
and seyere. The people who have remained 
areina constant state of terror, and their 
destitution is deplorable. The funds, food 
and clothing which were furnished by state 
aid and private subscription have been exhaust- 
ed. Aid must come spon, or great loss of life 
will result. The winter, though comparative- 
ly mild, contrasted with an eastern one, is se- 
vere upon the poor hal-sheltered survivors. 
Their clothing is not sufficient to keep them 
warm, and to this add the prospects of starva- 
tion and you will have a picture that is both 
glaring and strange in its rarity in the west. 
All who possess means for leaving will go. 
Those who are sick or lack funds will stay. 
There are some 150 people onjRefuge Hill, and 
nearly all are without provisions. What food 
there is, however, is generously divided among 
all. The surface configuration of the country 
has materially changed from the appearance it 
first presented after the succession of heavy 
shocksin May. The displacement of the 
earth then noticeable about the messas and 
valleys have disappeared, and the huge caver- 
nous crevices are gradually closing. The 
water that burst out in streams is still flowing 
and were it not for the daily quakes this sec- 
tion would be prosperous.”’

DOWN ON DRAWBACKS. 


sylvania Road. 


PHILADELFHIA, December’ 11.—The Record 
tomorrow will say: ‘‘Information comes 
from the main office of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road company, that a disagreement or division 
has arisen among the managers of that corpo- 
ration, relative to the question of what are 
known as drawbacks or rebates. It is said 
that}President§ Roberts has declared his de- 
termination to have the system abolished, 
and that as a preliminary step he has re- 
cently caused a list to be made of 
all persons, firms erd corporations who have 
had allowances made to them during the past 
fiscal year by the company. It is also stated 
that the efforts of the president to accomplish 
his purpose, has met with opposition on “the 
past.of other managers. As the result of this, 
an interesting contest has arisen within the 
inner circle of the management of the road. 
The information is given out that rebates and 
drawbacks are not known by those titles now, 
but that they are expressed by such phrases as 
allowances and terminal charges. It is also 
said that the recent suits for damage brought 
by oil producing and Ca Fy firms has had 
considerable to do with this action upon the 
part of the president of the company. Infor- 
mation relative to the inside workings of the 
corporation has been given to its enemies, and, 
armed with this, shippers all over the country, 
who have been discriminated against, have 
begun action against the corporatian. Suits 
aggregating about $1,000,000 for alleged dis- 
crimination have already been. begun, and 
there is no telling when they will end or what 
position the company will be placed in should 
they be pushed to a conclusion.

TOO MUCH ADO ABOUT SMALL THINGS- 


Text; “Xe Blind Guides, Which Strain at a 
Gnat and Swallow a Camel"—An 


ie 


BRookityy, December 11.—[{Special]._-To- 
night the Rey. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., 
preached at the tabernacle, this city, on “To 
Much Ado About Small Things.”’ His text 
was: “Ye Blind Guides, Which Strains at a 
Gnat, and Swallow a Camel.’’ Mathews 23:24, 
The eloquent preacher said: 

A proverb is compact wisdom, knowledge 
in chunks, a library in a sentence, the electric- 
ity of many clouds discharged in one bolt, a 
river put through a mill race. When Christ 
quotes the proverb of the text, He means to 
set forth the ludicrous behavior of those who 
make a great bluster about small sins and 
have noappreéciation of great ones. 

In my text a small insect anda large quad- 
ruped are brought into comparison—a gnat and 
a camel, You have in museum or on the des- 
ert seen the latter, a greatawkward, sprawling 
creature, with back two stories high, and stom- 
ach having a collection of reservoirs for desert 
travel, an animal forbidden to the Jews as 
food, and in many literatures entitled “the 
ship of the desert.”” The gnat spoken of in 
the text is in the grub form. It is born in pool 
or pond, after a few weeks becomes a Chrysalis, 
and then after a few days becomes the gnat as 
we recognize it. But the insect spoken of in 
the text is in its very smallest shape, and it yet 
inhabits the water—for my text is @ misprint 
and ought to read “‘strain out a gnat.’’ 

My text shows you the prince of inconsisten- 
cies. A man after long observation has formed 
the suspicion that in a cup of water he is 
about to drink, there is a grub or the grand- 
parent of a gnat. He goes and gets a sieve or 
strainer. He takes the water and pours it 
through the sieve in the broad light. He says, 
“Tf would rather do anything almost than 
drink ‘this water until this larva be extir- 
pated.”” This water is brought under ingui- 
sition. The experiment is successful. The 
water rushes through the sieve and leaves 
against the side of the sieve the grub or gnat, 
Then the man. carefully removes the insect 
and drinks the water in placidity. But going 
out one day, and hungry, he devours a “ship 
of the desert,’’ the camel, which the Jews 
were forbidden to eat. The gastronomer has 
no compunctions of conscience. He suffers 
from no indigestion. He puts the lower jaw 
under the camel’s forefoot, and his upper jaw 
over the hump of the camel’s back, and gives 
one swallow and the dromedary disappears 
forever. He strained out a gnat, he swallowed 
a camel. 

While Christ’s audience were yet smiling at 
the appositeness and wit of His illustration— 
for smile they did in church, unless they were 
too stupid to understand the hyperbole— 
Christ practically said to them, ‘‘Thatis you.” 
Punctilious about small things; reckless about 
affairs of great mngnitude. , No subject ever 
withered under asurgeon’s knife more bit- 
terly than did the Pharisees under Christ’s 
scalpel of truth. As an anatomist will take a 
human body to pieces and put them under a 
microscope for examination, so Christ finds 
his way to the heart of the dead Pharisee and 
cuts it outand puts it under the glass of in- 
spection for all generations to examine. Those 
Pharisees thought that Christ would flatter 
them andcompliment them, and how they 
must have writhed under the red hot words 
as he said: “Ye fools, ye whited sepulchres, 
ye blind guides, which strain out a gnat and 
swallow a camel,’’ 

There are in our day a great many gnats 
strained out and a great many camels swallow- 
ed, and it is the object of this sermon to sketch 
a few persons who are extensively engaged in 
that business. 

First: I remark, that all those ministers of 
the Gospel are photographed in the text who 
are very scrupulous about the conventionali- 
ties of religion, but put no particular stress 
upon matters of vast importance, Church 
services ought to be grave and solemn. ‘There 
is no room for édebtagt in religious convoca- 
tion. But there are illustrations and there are 
hyperboles like that of Christ in the text that 
will irradiate with smiles any intelligent audi- 
tory. There are men like those blind 
guides of the text who advocate only those 
things in religious service which draw the cor- 
ners of the mouth down and denounce all 
those things which have a tendency to draw 
the corners of the mouth up, and these men 
will go into installations and to presbyteries, 
and to conferences and to associations, their 
pockets full of fine sieves to strain out the 
gnats, while in theirown churches at home 
every Sunday, there are fifty people sound 
asleep. They make their churches a great dor- 
mitory, and their somniferous sermons are a 
cradle, and the drawled-out hymns a lullaby, 
while some wakeful soul in a pew with her 
fan keeps the flies off uneconseious per- 
sons approximate. Now, I say it is worse to 
sleep in church than to-.smile in chureh, 
for the latter impiies at least attention, while 
the former implies the indifference of the 
hearers and the stupidity of the speaker. In 
old age, or from physical infirmity, or from 
long watching with the sick, drowsiness will 
sometimes overpower one ; but when a minister 
of the Gospel looks off eo an audience and 
finds healthy and intelligent {people strug- 
gling with drowsiness, it is time for him to 
give out the doxology or pronounce the bene- 
diction, The great fault of church services 
today isnot too much vivacity, but too much 
somnolence. The one is an irritating gnat 
that may easily strained out: the 
other is a great, sprawling and sleepy-eyed 
camel of the dry desert. In all our 
Sabbath schools, in all our Bible classes, in all 
our pulpits we need to brighten up our religi- 
ous message with such Christ-like vivacity as 
we find in the text. 

I take down from my library the biographies 
of ministers and writers of past ages, inspired 
and uninspired, who have done the most to 
bring souls to Jesus Christ, and I find that 
without a single exception they consecrated 
their wit and their humor to Christ. Ehiah 
used it when he advised the Baalites, as they 
could not make their god respond ; telling them 
to call louder, as their god might be sound 
asleep or gone a hunting. Job usedit when he 
said to his self-conceited comforters, ‘‘Wisdom 
will die with you.”’” Christ not only used it in 
the text, but when He ironically complimented 
the putrefied Pharisees, saying, ‘“[The whole 
need not a physician,’ and when by one word 
He described the canning of Herod saying, 
“Go ye and tell that fox.’ Matthew|Henry 8 
commentaries from the first page to the last 
coruscated with humor as summer clouds with 
heat lightning. John Bunyan’s writings are 
as full of humor as they are of saving truth, 
and there isnotan aged man here who has 
ever read ‘Pilgrim's. Progress’’ who does not 
remember that while reading it he smiled aa 
often as he wept. Chrysostom, George Her- 
bert, Robert South, John Wesley, Geor 
Whitefield, Jeremy Taylor, Rowlked Hill, 
Nettleton, George G. Finney, and all the men 
of the past who greatly advanced the kin 
dom of Ged consecrated their wit and the 
humor to the cause of Christ. So it has been 
in all the ages, and I say to these young the- 
ological students, who cluster in these ser- 
vices Sabbath by Sabbath, sharpen your wits 
as keen as scymetars, and then take them into 
this holy war.

SHORT SKETCHOF AN EVENTFUL LIFE, 
After Two Weeks ae Suffering, the Emi, 


nent Educator Passes Away--The Funer- 
al Tomerrow—Other. Announcements 


Hon, Gustavus J. Orr, LL. D., state school 
commigsioner of Georgia, is dead. At 9:50 
yesterday motning the cud came, and his soul 
passed away as gently as a summer zephyr. 

For several days Dr. Orr had lain to all ap- 
pearances.unconscious. For two weeks he had 

confined to his house, but with compos- 
ure and serenity he endured his sufferings. He 
was apparently not. aware of his condition. 
His loving family were gathered around ‘him, | 
and didoall that: they could ‘to relieve him. 
With hearts bleeding and tears of anguish up- 
welling, they assembled around the bedside 
yesterday morning, as the spirit of the Chrise 
tian man winged. its flight frem theshores of 
Time to the eternal world, “where the 
weary are at rest.’ As they viewed 
his “eyes closing on scenes of. earth 
tv open in the. realities of heaven,’ 
the words of the Psalmist came unbidden: 
“Mark the perfect man and behold the up- 
right, for the end of that manis peace.’”’ A 
devout follower of the Prince of Peace for 
years, not a shadow of unrest was on his be- 
nignant face as he passed from a land of vexa- 
tion and trial toa land ‘‘where all that life is 
love.” 

Immediafely after the closing of the Normal 
institute the friends of Hen. Gustavus J. Orr 
noticed that he showed evidences of failing 
health, but knowing his strong constitution, 
they hoped he would rally from the effects of 
his arduous labors. Two weeks ago today, how- 
ever, his condition reached such a point that 
he was compelled to stay at home. Since Fri- 
day last he has bcen, to all appearances, un- 
conscious. The immediate cause of his death 
was congestion of the brain.

Dr. Orr’s Life. 


Ton. Gustavus J. Orr, was bornin Orrville, 
Anderson county, 8. C, on the 9th day of “abs 
ust, 1819. In 1821, his father moved to Jack- 
son county, Georgia, where the boyhood and 
young manhood of Dr. Orr was spent. He 
labored upon his father’s farm and attended 
the country schools of that period. His father 
desired that his son shoukl become a merch- 
ant, andg§ atthe age of sixteen, in 1835 placed 
him in a stere inthe town of Jefferson. But 
young Orr manifested little taste for mercan- 
tile life, and spent most of his time in reading 
such books as were in reach. His thirst for 
knowledge and steady habits won 
for him the warm friendship of 
Basil H.. Overby, then a _ rising young 
lawyer, who, in 1855, ran as the prohibition 
candidate for governor, and of Dr. George R. 
jrant, a physician of extensive practice. Mr. 

veel pressed young Orr to become a studené 
in his law office, and Dr. Grant earnestly in- 
vited him to,pursue the study of medicine. 
But feeling his lack of preparation, ‘young Orr 
determined to pursue a course of academic 
study, and this determination his father 
seconded by furnishing him with the needed 
assistance. Accordingly in 1839, when 20 
pd of age, young Orr entered a seminary at 

faryville, East Tennessee, of which Rev. 
Isaac Anderson, D.D., was president, and Rev. 
Fielding Popeand Rev. John §. Craig, asso- 
ciates, all able, thoroughly equipped, earnest 
educators. 
HIS SCHOOL LIFE. 

Here young Orr greatly distinguished him- 
self. In eighteen months after admission he 
had read more Greek and Latin, and had mas- 
tered more of the mathematical course,. per- 
ae than any of hispredecessors. _ Keturning 
to Georgia he entered the freshman class of 
the State University, at Athens, early in 1841. 
Here hé had as contemporaries many young 
men who afterwards became distinguished, 
among whom may be mentioned, Thomas R. 
R. Cobb, Samuel Hall, Joseph LeConte, Lin- 
ton Stephens, W. Hv Felton, Jabez L. M. Cur- 
ry, and Benjamin H. Hill, the latter named 
being a class-mate. He was. no. less distin- 
guished in the university than at the seminary 
in Maryville. He was the acknowledged first 
man in class standing, and exerted a command- 
ing infinence on his literary society. In this 
last particular he was. second te none 

, Hy _- Hill. The facul- 
university at that time 
many .men of . ability. 
Among them was one who left a marked im- 
ress upon education in Georgia, Charles F. 
Mc@ay. Dr. Orr frequently said that to Prof- 
fessor McCay he owed his subsequent love of 
mathematics and physics, and whatever ca- 
pacity he had for clear statement, consecutive 
thinking and close logi¢al. argument. At the 
end of the junior: year Mr. Orr became in- 
volved in certain troubles in the university, 
and his copnection With the university ter- 
minated. 

In the fall of 1843 young Orr entered the 
senior class of Emory college, then just be- 
ginning to come into prominence, and here 
the same assiduity which had marked his ca- 
reer at Maryville and Athens brought him to 
the front. He was very promiment in his lit- 
erary society and fraternity, and his class 
standing was the highest. 

In the summer of 184, when 2% 
years of age, he graduated. Although 
he took the second honor, the distinguished 
president, Hon. A. B. Longstreet, publicly an- 
nounced that he was entitled to the first, but 
owing to his short stay in the institution was 
assigned the second. In this college L. Q. C. 
Lamar, now judge of the supreme. court of 
the United States, was one of young Orr’s 
warmest friends, aud a cherished plan with 
them for years were that they should become 
lawyers and practice their profession to- 
rether, Immediately after graduation Dr. 
Orr was chosen assistant teacher in the pre- 
paratory department of Emory college and 
tutor in the college. In 1846 he returned to 
Jackson county and entered the law office of 
Basil. H. Overby as a law student. At the 
close of the year he was very nearly prepared 
for admission to the bar, but the state of his 
finances* being low, he applied for and was 
elected to the place of principal of the Jeffer- 
son academy for 1547. 

AS A TEACHER. 

The suceess of Dr. Orr was remarkable, 
Previous to his becoming principal of this 
academy there had not, perhaps, goneto coi- 
lege from Jackson county more than half a 
dozen young men all told. There afterwards 
went from this school alone eight or ten, At 
the close of this school Dr. Orr was married in 
Orrvilie, S. C., where he was born, and where 
his father and mother were married. Hee his 
first child was born, then he married his cousin, 
Miss Eliza C: Andersop, daughter of Dr. 
William Anderson, a physician of wide prac- 
tice and a planter of more than local reputa- 
tion. 

Mrs. Orr was a pupil in a celebrated school 
at Pendleton taught by the Misses Bates, and 
on passing her fina) examination she received 
the warmest commendation of Hon. John C. 
Calhoun, who was a patron of the school and 

resent at. the examination. To them.. were 

wn ten children, four of whom died in in- 
fancy. 

The grandfather of Mrs. and Dr. Orr, her 
paternal and his. maternal grandfather, was a 
captain, while his more distinguised brother, 
Robert Anderson, was a colonel in Pickens’s 
brigade of the revolution agd in later years, on 
the division of Pendleton district the lower 
portion was called Anderson for the colonel 
and the _—e Pickeng for the brigadier. 
@Puring 1545 Dr. Orr, assisted by his wife, 
taught a female school in Covington. This 


| Was the germ of the female college now exist- | 


ing there: At the close of the year the death 
of Professor L.. L. Mittich made vacant the 
chair of mathematics in Emory college, and 
the trustees unanimously tendered the position 
to Dr. Orr, he not being a candidate. He at 
first declined the chair, having been tendered 
a partnership with Hon. John J, Floyd, ex- 
judge of the Flin¢ cireuit, but after reviewing 

is success in teaching, his love of mathemat- 
ics, he determined to give his whole life to ed- 
ucational pursuits, and the trustees again 
unanimousiy elected him. In January, 1349, 
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While professor of Emory college Governor 


Brown appointed him as surveyor on the pa 
of Georgia of the Sanaaay line, the 
states of Georgia and Florida Colonel B. F. 


Whitner represented Florida, and in the win- 
ter of 189 and ‘60°the work was done,and what 
had been an open question since the acquisi- 
Geo Bs the territery of Florida was finally 
settled. 

Dr. Orr was chosen president of the South- 
ern Masonic Female college at Oovington, and 
entering upon duties in 1867, continued for 
four years. Oglethrope college was removed 
from Midway to Atlanta in 1870. Dr. Orr, al- 
though a member of a. different communion, 
was ever warmly attached to the Presbyterian 
church, to which this college belonged. Dr. 
Orr was. elec professor of m in 
this Gollege and held it for two years, 

AS STATE SCHOOL COMMISSIONER. 

Governor James M. Smith in 1872 sent in to 
the senate for confirmation the names of G. J. 
Orr for state school conimissioner, and of Hiram 
Warner for chief justice of tlre supreme court, 
and they were confirmed by unanimous vote. 
For the past fifteen years he has held, the posi- 
tion with the approval, the confidence and the 
support of men of all parties and of both races. 

As chairmap-of a committee raised in 1869 
by the Georgia Teachers’ association, he 


srepared a report in favor of common schools © 


or Georgia, which was unanimously adopted 
by that body, published and widely distrib- 
uted. . : 
In 1871 he headed acommittee and pre- 
sented a memorial tothe legislature on the 
same subject. These papers place him in the 
front rank of the advocates of common 
schools. 

His report of 1869 was made the basis of the 
first common school law. At the request of 
Hon. W. M. Reese, he framed the schoo] law 
of August 23, 1872. It, to a large extent, 
created a system. ‘The system, as created ». Ne- 
moved education from the arena of. politics, 
and placed character, intelligence and experi- 
ence in control. It provided machinery which 


| combined great working power with unusual 


simplicity. ; 

Mr. E. H. Orr furnishes the following addi- 
tional facts about. his father: 

“The new law passed at the last session of 
the legislature is rather a codification of the 
general school law of August 23, 1872, and the 
subsequent acts amendatory thereof (most of 
which were suggested by my father and of 
which several were drafted by him,) than a 
new law. The system is changed somewhat, 
but, in the main, itis the old system origi- 
nally thought out by him, 

My father has been an adyocate of national 
aid to education for many years. The first 
movement in this line was made by him as far 
back as January 1878, if I remember aright. 
He has repeatedly been before 
committees of oe a on. this subject, 
being put forward by the educational 
men of the country as_ their spokes- 
man. His speeches thus delivered were the 
gubjects of eulogy in congress and out of it. 
On one occasion, Senator Blair quoted an en- 
tire speech of my father’s, accompanying the 
quotation by words of warmest praise. My 
father has made addresses. at different times 
before northern andiences, which were always 
from a southern standpoint. One of these was 
delivered at Chautauqua, before the National 
Edueation association, in 1880. 

The year following he Swas made. president 
of that body without even a knowledge of the 
fact that his friends would present his name. 
The duties of the position hedischarged with 
ability, .and to the satisfaction of 
the association. 
of telling the truth without giving offense 
to his hearers. He-was a. true friend to the 
colored people, and his friendship for them did 
not cause him to lose that of any white man 
whose friendship was worth having. Some 
years ago he delivered a speech to a coloted 
conventiongin this city, which was a master- 

iece. 

It pleased every hearer and ever reader (it 
was reported stenographically and published 
in Tur CONSsTITUTION,) and told the truth, 

l will add the, faet-that the degree of LL.D. 
was bestowed upon my father a number of 
years ago by Emory college, his alma mater. 

My father’s religious character was very 
high. I do not believe in the doctrine held by 
some members of my church of perfection, 
but if there everwas a perfect Christian, he 
was my father. :
